AUSTRIA ACCEPTS WILSON'S
TERMS

Implies Full Surrender And Wants
Immediate Negotiations,

Paris, Oct. 28. Austria fully "ac- - -
cepts President Wilson's terms, ac-
cording to a dispatch from Berne to-
day. '

I he dispatch said that Count An- -
drassy, the Austro-iitingaria- n foreign
minister gave the note to the Aus-
trian minister at Stockholm yester-
day for transmission to President
Wilson through Sweden.' Ile text

of an armistice and peace, the. Austro-llu-

ngarian government has the
honor to declare that it gives its ap
probation not only to the former
statements of the president buf also
the ideas expressed in his last note
on the rights of the peoples of Aus

especially the rights ot .

the Czecho-Slav-s and the Jugo-Slav- s.

"Hence from the beginning
has accepted all of the

conditions upon which the president
makes the opening of his negotiations
upon the subject ot an armistice and
peace depend.

"The government of Austria-Hungar- y

holds that there is nothing more
that, prevents the commencement of
negotiations.

"The Austro:Ilutlgarian govern-
ment declares in consequence, that
it is rcadv without awaiting the re-

sult of other negotiations, to enter in-

to discussions to conclude peace be-

tween Austria-Hungar- y and the op-

posing .states and an immediate ar-
mistice on all Austro-Hungaiia- n

fronts and begs President Wilson to
be good enough to take the appro-
priate preparatory steps."

Washington, Oct. 28. The resig-
nation of Gen. Ludendorff as Ger-
many's military chief was forced af
ter he had disagreed with Prince
Max over acceptance of President
Wilson'3 peace terms, said a news re-

port to The Hague, received by the
State Department today.

Washington, Oct. 2S. Germany
appeared to official Washington to-

day to be attempting to force an arly
submission of allied armistice terms.

Her latest note for which there ap-

peared no particular excuse or need
carried the plain suggestion that she
is struggling now to make the allies
appear on the initiative in suggesting
an armistice.

It was stated authoritatively today
lh.1t President W ilson probably would
not reply to the "German acknowl-
edgement," as the whole question of
an armistice is now up to the military
commanders of the L'nitcd States and
the allies, subject to the approval of
the Versailles conference. which
meets tomorrow.

The next word 011 the situation is
expected, therefore, to come out of
Versailles or Paris.

Marshal Foch and his associated
military advisers have pronounced an
arjnisticc willl the Central Powers
practicable, provided Allied interests
he properly safeguarded.

The military advisers of the Allied
nations are now formulating the
terms of the proposed armistice aiu1
some of the conditions already have
been submitted to President Wilson
for approval.

Surrender of military power and
guarantees for the faithful perform-
ance of contract sum up the terms on
which Germany will be permitted a
cessation of hostilities.
